tained from the deceased husband and

Most of the contesting rel­ 
atives of Stearns 
are 
residents of 
New England, wrhile practically all the 
contesting relatives of Mrs. Baker are 
residents of California. 
The California statute is quite clear 
in its phraseology and the decision of 
the case will probably binge upon the 
interpretation of the law concerning 
th£ force and meaning of a will under 
certain conditions. When Stearns died 
he left a will by which he left to his 
widow the bulk of his estate to do with 
It as she saw fit. The will is not dis­ 
puted by either side, but the Eastern 
Contestants of the estate claim that 
although tke will gave the widow pos­ 
session and control aI the property 
while abe lived, it lost Its force when 
abe died without leaving a will. Ca­ 
der these conditions the property* the 
Eastern contestants claim, must .re­ 
vert to the relatives of the husband, 
in accordance with the statute of the 
state. 
The history of the estate in question 
is usually interesting and dates back 
to the time when California was a 
possession of Mexico. Abel Stearns 
was bora as the son of a poor farm­ 
er at Lunenburg, Mass., in ISM. As a 
young man he embarked in business 
near Boston, 'but failed and went to 
Mexico, where 
he 
prospected 
and 
traded. In 1829 he went to California 
and settled at a mission, now* the city 
of Los Angeles. He started basin ess 
as a trader and became wealthy. When 
gold was first found 
in 
California. 
Stearns became interested in placer 
mining and it was by him that the 
first shipment of gold from Califor- 
, nia to the mint at Philadelphia was 
J made. 
At the age of forty-isix Steams mar­ 
ried the fourteen-yelar-old daughter 
of Don Juandini, a wealthy Mexican 
of good family. When California w a s 
made a part of the 
United 
States, 
wrho was then considered the wealth­ 
iest man in the state, was elected a 
member of the constitutional conven­ 
tion, which framed the constitution of 
the state. Later he served as a mem­ 
ber of the state senate for a number 
of years. His land holdings were enor­ 
mous and at one time he owned es­ 
tates aggregating 1200 square miles in 
California. He lost a considerable part 
of his holdings when the United States 
acquired California, through the re­ 
fusal of the*American government to 
recognize his title to the lands. Yet, 
when Stearns died at San Francisco 
, in 1871, he left a vast fortune, includ- 
j ing the Laguna ranch, on the south­ 
east border of Los Angeles and com­ 
prising about 8000 acres and valued 
! at $700 an acre. 
j 
The legal battle which is to begin 
. tomorrow in the Superior Court is at- 
. trading a great deal of attention ow- 
jlng to the great value of the estate 
In question and it is believed that, no 
I matter what the decision of the court 
may be the defeated side of the con­ 
test will consider it worth while to 
carry the case to the higher courts. 
! In that case the final decision and 
; with it the distribution of the estate 
may be postponed tor a number of 
years.
